"When they would not let me

kiss my baby, that settled it, and 
I fired." 
Such is the only explanation Scher- 
rer will g-Ive for his act, which was 
committed in the presence of the tiny 
intant 
which 
lay in its mother's 
arms, and before the eyes of "the hor- 
ror-stricken mother of the wife. 


BABY NEAR DEATH. 


Scherrer fired twice, and one bullet 
plowed 
its way through the girl- 
mother's left arm, tearing 
a 
hole 
through 
which 
blood flowed cop- 
iously on to the head of the infant, 
which nestled within one incn ot the 
path of the deadly pellet 
It Is believed that this bullet 
was fired at tho child, although 
Scherrer denies that he sought to 


f 
kill his baby. 
Before the first scream of the 
mother had fully emerged from 
her 
lips at the pain of the wound and fear 
for her child, the husband fired 
a 
bullet into the head of the mother, 
Just back of the left ear. Physicians 
who were called say the woman can- 
not recover. 
Scherrer 
and his wife, so far as- 
can be learned, have had no trouble 
previously.

Forgot His Own Name and

Weeks With Mind Blank.

Wandering around the city, his mind 
a blank* and unable to recollect his 
own name, seeking everywhere for a 
familiar face and 
a 
haunt which 


would bring to him a remembrance of 
the past, Lowren Anderson, a car- 
penter, was finally able to Identify 
himself after sir weeks of roving, only 
to discover that during the Interim his 
wife had disappeared and his boy had 
been placed In an asylum. 


MEMORY VANISHES. 


Anderson came here from Washing- 


ton state about six months ago with 
his wife and seven-year-old boy Nell. 
He went to live some six weeks ago 
at the home of his sister, Mrs. Mary 
Peterson, at 51 Church street, and one 
day he went out In search of employ- 
ment. Finally he went Into a saloon 
where he was acquainted with a bar- 
tender who chanced to be a fellow 
member of the Eagles, and asked for 
aid in securing a position. He was 
told If he would leave his name he 
would be remembered, and 
as 
he 


stopped to write It on a piece of pa- 
per his senses became dazed and he 
found that he did not know himself. 


FORGOT OWJf NAME. 


"I can't think. I've forgotten. No. 
I don't know who I am," he said to 
the saloon man, and then went forth 
friendless to the street, the bartender 
on duty being convinced that he had 
been talking to an Impostor. Day in 
and day out he searched for a friend- 
ly countenance, looking everywhere 
for the sight of some one who might 
recognize him. In his pocket he had 
a picture of a little girl, and finally he 
began to realize that this 
was his 


daughter Nettie, who la in the east at 
school. But still he could not think 
of his name, but knowing he way mar- 
ried, he longed for his wife. 


SEEKS IDENTIFICATION. 


Finally he drifted Into the store of 
Frank Mitchell, an 
upholsterer, at 


Golden Gate and Octavla streets, and 
asked the proprietor If he did not 
know him. He had worked (here for 
two or three days some time previous, 
but Mitchell did not remember. 


"Oh! don't you know me?" 
he 
wailed piteously. "I'm trying so hard 
to find out who I am. I want some 
one awfully. I can't go on like this. 


ESPIES OWN WORK. 


Just as he was leaving he saw a 
chair which he had upholstered with 
his own hands during his employment, 
and, turning once more to Mitchell he 
finally secured an 
Identification 
of 


himself, and when his own name was 
^tpoken to him by the upholsterer he 
remembered everything. With a cry 
of joy he ran almost all the way to 
his sister's home, only to find that his 
wife had disappeared about the same 
time he had left, and that his little 
boy was under the 
care of Father

SEEKS POLICE AID. 


Despairing, he applied to the police 


For assistance, and was taken by them 
this morning to the detention hospi- 
tal. 
He is heart-broken over the dis- 
appearance of his wife, and can only 
account for his strange condition by 
saying that while working at unfamil- 
iar labor on a ranch In Napa county 
recently he was struck on the head and

Lying at death's door with the verdict of five physicians that 


her life could not be spared, Mrs. Michael Profumb of Alameda 
has been snatched from the jaws of the grim reaper by the trans- 
fusion of blood taken from her husband and her brother, Harry 
Woods. 


While Mrs. Profumo now lies on a cot at Fabiola Jlospital 


with the spark of life quickening and the danger point passed, 
her two heroic rescuers from whom two pints of blood were 
taken, are weakened by the loss of the quantity of blood drawn 
from arteries in their arms and are being given the daily atten- 
tion of physicians to counteract any evil effect that might result 
from the operation. 


The case is one of the most peculiar that has ever come under 
medical attention. 


Several days ago Mrs. Profumo was taken to Fabiola Hospi- 


tal with her life hanging by a thread. Five eminent doctors told 
her family that she could not survive. Dr. N. H. Chamberlain 
suggested that an infusion of blood might sax-e the ebbing life, 
and without hesitancy her husband and brother offered to pro-' 
'vide the sanguine fluid. 


No anesthetic could be given either to the patient or her 


heroic sufferers, as the action of the blood coursing through the 
veins would have been stopped, and without a murmur the three 
bravely underwent the operation. 


The arteries in the arm of the patient and her husband and 


brother were tied together, and slowly the red fluid of the strone 
men coursed through the body of the almost lifeless woman 
Mrs. 
Profumo is now resting easily and is able to take nourish-

fornia-JLxposition, announces that San Diego was not consulted in 
calling the Santa Barbara conference to decide between San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego as the place for holding the exposition, and 
would not abide by any action the conference might take. He says 
"We refuse to be bound by outcome and protest against political 
irick devised for our injury. San Diego guarantees exposition that 
will be credit to State and lias asked no outside assistance." 


Mr. Collier talks like a man suffering from a rirsh of blood to 


the head. He thinks San Diego can win by standing pat and call- 
ing names. Perhaps, but we doubt it. However much one may 
sympathize with that little city's aspirations the facts cannot be 
ignored nor brushed aside. San Diego's size and geographical loca- 
tion are against her. Her transportation 'facilities are too limited 
and she lacks the equipment to house and feed and otherwise care 
for a large concourse of visitors during a period of several months. 


San Francisco has everything San Diego lacks; and she is sur- 


rounded by a circle of cities and towns holding a large population 
that will assist in providing'accommodations and furnishing attend- 
ance to the fair. 
Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda, San Rafael, San 


Mateo, Redwood City, Palo Alto and San.Jose are near enough to 
assist in providing accommodations for visitors. Ail will contribute 
enormously to the gate receipts of the exposition. San Diego has 
lothing to offset this. 


But the issue reaches beyond the rivalry between San Fran- 


cisco and San Diego. The question is, shall California get the ex- 
position? Every section of the State has a vital interest in thij 
proposition. Otherwise a hair-pulling match between the metropo- 
lis and little San Diego might be \icwed with the same sort of 
amusement that a terrier snapping and barking at a mastiff excites. 
New Orleans has already organized and pledged a huge sum to the 
exposition. Probably the Crescent City folks have promised more 
than they can deliver, but what they propose to do can be cut down 
cn.e-h.alf or even more and it will still be imposing. 
San Diego 


tannot stand either the comparison or the competition San Fran- 
cisco can. 


New Orleans has an active and influential lobby at work in 


(Washington. She has the solid backing of all the Gulf States and 
the Mississippi valley south of Keokuk. The Atlantic steamship 
interests are with her, and so are all the great railway systems cen- 
tering there. Can California offset this by going to Washington 
squalling, squabbling and pulling hair? San Diego is only a factor 
In the contest because she is making a disturbance that threatens 
to prevent united and effective action in behalf of San Francisco. 
She is an impossibility. Her pretensions would be a joke if they 
did not promise tragic consequences to the whole State. She could 
not win even if San Francisco were to draw out of the exposition 
contest. The very absurdity of her pretensions would put her out 
of the running. Congress is not going to throw away a big sum on 
a farce and that is what an exposition in San Diego would be. If 
San Diego got the exposition she could not make it worthy the 
important event it is planned to celebrate and she would disgust the 
public by exposing the poverty of her resources when she should be 
putting her be«t foot forward. 


This San D-iego foolishness has reached the limit. From a bur- 


lesque it has changed to a howflng nuisance. Somebody ought to 
tuju.the hose on the bawling village.

It is a great relief to the public that the threatened strike on 


the western railroads has been averted by both sides agreeing to 
submit the questions in dispute to arbitration. It is a victory for 
justice and moderation that conserves the public interests without a 
sacrifice of principle on either side.

A general strike on the thirteen great railway systems radiat- 


ing from Chicago through the entire west would have been a calam- 
ity. 
It would have dislocated business in half the union and oc- 


casioned enormous loss and suffering, probably bloodshed and law- 
less demonstrations. The sad and sanguinary experience of 1894 
tells ns what to expect in such conflicts. 
Memories of the great 


strike of that year are a poignant argument in favor of arbitration, 
an exhortation for amicable adjustment based upon justice and fair- 
play. Doubtless the le<^on=; of the past had a potent influence in 
promoting an understanding \\ Inch we trust will obviate the impend- 
ing trouble. 


The railroads are such mighty and indispensable factors in our 


industrial and commercial life that they must be viewed as public 
rather than private agencies 
'Ihey cannot suspend or even curtail 


operations without causing widespread distress in all departments 
of human activity. The producers of the land are vitally interested 
in the regular operation of all transportation facilities. 
In 1894 


the fruit-growers of Calr'urnia alnnc lost millions by reason of the 
railroad paralysis caused by the strike. \\ hilc the battle was being 
fought their fruit rotted, and all business depending upon their in- 
dustry languished and suffered. 
Financial distress spread in all 


directions and aftected all elates of society. 


Deliverance from a repetition of that disastrous experience is 


therefore a cause for general congratnKition. It means that there 
will be no cessation in the march of de\elopmcnt in the west.

FINANCIAL DELIRIUM IS 


THE WORLD-WIDE AILMENT 


James L Hill Condemns Extravagances of 


the Day and Urges Conservation 


of Capital 


ST. PAUL,. Minn , March 17.—The ad- 


dress of James J. Hill, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Gieat Northern 
Railway, on "Conservation 
of Capital" 


was the feature of the forenoon session 
of the Statn Conservation Congress to- 
day. 
Howard Elliott, president of the 


Northern Pacific Railway, presided. 


The general subject of the session was 


agricultural 
development in Minnesota. 


The other speakers were Prof. E. V. 
Robinson of the University of Minnpsota, 
who spoke on "The Farm Wealth of 
Minnesota," and Prof. A. E. Chamber- 
lain, superintendent of the Farmers' In- 
stitute of. South Dakota, whose subject 
was "Agriculture—A Science and Com- 
petitive Business." 
/ Great intarest was taken in the speech 
of Mr. Hill, who declared that "we are 
living In an age of world-wide financial 
delirium", that next "after conservation 
of land, Its area, use and fertility, must 
come the conservation of national capi- 
tal in the shape of cash and credit." 


HILL'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Hill said, In part: 
"The immense increase of wealth all 


over the world has greatly augmented 
the supply of capital. 
The mobility of 


this capital, the ease by which, through 
International exchange, It can be made 
to satisfy a need now in one country 
and now in another, strengthens the 
impression that It Is Inexhaustible. The 
addition of uncounted billions to the ag- 
gregate wealth of the world has stimu- 
lated the spirit of mankind. Its avail- 
ability has lulled to sleep natuial pru- 
dence and quieted the alarm of moments 
of sanity in the spendthrift's life. The 
Increase of apparent 
resources by an 


easy resort to borrowing, the mortgaging 
of a patrimony not our own to obtain 
material for present extravagance, 
the 


diversion of wealth from productive to 
unproductive uses—all these have gone 
farther than most people realize. 


BOND ISSUES. 


"The people of the United States In- 


herited from Its founders a wholesome 
tradition against debt, which is only now 
disappearing from the conduct of na- 
tional affairs. 
If the advocates of large 


bond Issues for all manner of internal 
improvements should carry their point, 
if that resource is not definitely restrict- 
ed to the emergency of war, we will be 
in the condition of Europe, where the 
motto of every chancellory now seems 
to be 'after us the deluge' 


"In our cities, modern extravagance 


finds its most untramelled expression. 
The total debt of the states Including 
all minor civil divisions Increased $13,- 
921,443, or 1.26 per cent between 1880 and 
1890. Between 1890 and 1902 it Increased 
$727,778,393, or 64 per cent. Nearly three- 
quarters of a billion In twelve years, an 
average of $00,000,000 a year in the 
amount borrowed by the people ought 
to make any country stop and think. 


"Debt figures, however, do not begin 


to tell the story of our national extrava- 
gance. 
Only a small part of our ex- 


penditure is represented by debt tables.

"The phenomenal Increase of public ex- 


penditure has already produced a plenti- 
ful crop of public Ills. 
It Is one of the 


causes of tho Increase In prices now dis- 
turbing the people. This Increase follows 
In a suggestive way the Inflation of na- 
tional and local budgets. 
The average 


cost of the supplies that must be bought 
for practically every household has In- 
creased about EO per cent between 1896 
and 1903. 


INCREASED PRICES. 


' "During the past year therp has been a 
.marked lifting of the price level. Food- 
stuffs cost from 10 to 70 per cent more 
than ten years ago. 


"Something of this is due to enormous 


currency inflation. 
The total per capita 


in the Uijited States in 1896 was $21.41, 
and In 1909, It was $35.01. Although popu- 
lation had grown by many millions In 
theso thirteen years,

polized their field and are either control- 
led by a common secret management or a 
secret agreement to maintain exorbitant 
charges, are .partly responsible. 


"Still more of the rise of prices Is due 


to the decline of agricultural products, 
as compared with tho increase of popula- 
tion. 
Decrease In the number of cattle 


. and swine Is also given as a reason.

"When due allowance has been made 


for the effect of these forces that make 
for dearer living, there still remains a. 
large unexplained balance," said Mr. HIIL

"The effect of national -waste of capital

1889. 
They Increased by $40.000,000 and 


by more than $100 per mile of tr,ack be- 
tween 1900 and 1908. 


"The modern theory that you can safe- 


ly tflx tho wealthy Is Just as obnoxious 
as trie medieval theory that you can safe- 
ly oppress or1 kill the poor. It is obnoxious 
not because wealth deserves special con- 
sideration, but because capital 
Is 
the 


mainspring of all Industry and material 
development, 


"The saving feature of our situation Is 


that it is not complex and the remedy 
Is not obscure. The Ideal of Intelligent 
economy must be restored. Let the nile 
be that every dollar unprofltably spent 
marks a crime against poiterity just as 
much ae does the dissipation of material* 
resources. 
Expenditure 
must be cut 


down all along the line. 


"Credit everywhere should be conserved 


by a sharp scrutiny of new bond issues. 
The nation should reserve them for the 
crisis of war. Xo State need ever borrow 
again if it is nicely and honestly gov- 
erned.

partment proposals looking to an under- 
standing between Japan and the United 
States, so that the two countries may 
together dominate the Far East and 
maintain the open door. Is the announce- 
ment made today by the Washington 
correspondent of the New Tork World. 


It Is said the the proposals were re- 


ceived at the Japanese embassy In Wash- 
ington on Tuesday and will be presented 
to the State Department within a week. 
The proposals will be submitted "tenta- 
tively," It Is said, and It will ba urged 
that they be adopted for a period of 
fire years. 


ALMOST ALLIANCE.

formal alliance as a basis of understand- 
ing-, are as follows: 


(1) That a formal understanding, by 


note or treaty, looking to the consolida-

tion of common and mutual Interests In 
China by maintaining Chinese Integrity 
and commercial equality. In conjunction 
with the provisions of the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance; the continued

nance of the fisheries rights 
of 
both 


countries In th« region* of the Bering 
Straits, Philippines and Saghallen. 


(2) That whenever. In the opinion of 


either government, any of the rights of 
Interests of either party are in Jeopardy, 
one of the parties will communicate with 
the other and they shall consider In 
common the measures to be taken to 
safeguard 
all 
menaced interests and 


rights. 


(8) That safeguards be taken for the

WASHINGTON, March 17—The un- 


usual unrest In the world of labor at 
the present time is attributed by Presi- 
dent GoniDers. of the American Federa- 
tioi of Labor, to a combination of forces 
antagonistic to tht cause of labor, de- 
sisjnf-cl to crush the rights of the uork- 
mgman. 
While not divulging the plans 


of the labor organizations, he said, in 
an interview today, that everything pos- 
sible would be done by them to protect 
the Interests of the working masses. 


Although wages had not been gener- 


ally -decreased, he said the enormous ad- 
vance In the cost of living In the last 
few years had rendered conditions tanta- 
mount to a dectease in the compensation 
of the working classes. 


He cited the court decisions Involving 


labor under the Sherman anti-trust law 
and said that all means would be ex- 
hausted to meet the situation.
